John Kay, Dean of Detroit 
Philatelists, Dies 


OHN KAY, one of Detroit’s 

most prominent jewelers, 

rated one of America’s fore- 

most appraisers of diamonds 
and among the World’s most ardent 
stamp collectors, is dead. 

His fight to live despite his 81 years 
and his illness, ended suddenly at 3 
o'clock Thursday afternoon, Nov. 19, 
after he underwent an X-ray examin- 
ation by a heart specialist in the David 
Whitney Building. 


Attacked by Dizziness 


“I have another of those dizzy 
spells, doctor,” he said as he turned to 
the door. “I’m feeling weak again.” 
He tottered and fell. 

A fire department rescue squad ad- 
ministered oxygen to the jeweler as 
he lay in the doctor’s office, but Mr. 
Kay had died of a heart attack in the 
arms of his daughter, Mildred, who 
had accompanied him. 

In spite of Mr. Kay’s confidence 
that he would live to be 100, and his 
repeated assertions that he felt better 
recently than he had 20 years ago, he 
suffered from five heart attacks in the 
past 10 days, according to his son 
Wallace G. Kay. His physician Dr. 
Bruce Lockwood had recommended the 
examination by a heart specialist and 
Mr. Kay chose one who had been his 
friend for 20 years standing. 


Collector’s Interests Kept Up 

Despite Mr. Kay’s failing health, he 
kept up his interest in stamp collect- 
ing. The hobby that took him to Eu- 
trope, that brought him before the 
sovereigns of England and Holland, 
drew him also to a meeting Wednes- 
day night of the Detroit Philatelic So- 
ciety, an organization he founded in 
1907. To friends there he complained 
of his recent fainting spells, but as- 





sured them he was feeling well again, 
attributing his healthy physical and 
mental condition to his keen interest 
in stamps and sports. 

Thursday at lunch he said to his 
friend, D. L. Ballentine, of 660 Blaine 
Ave.: “You know, it’s a funny thing. 
I just had a fainting spell again over 
in the Book-Cadillac Hotel. But I 
feel all right now.” 

Then going to his jewelry establish- 
ment on the mezzanine floor of the 
Book Building, he joined his daughter 
in his last walk to the David Whitney 
Building. 

“My father’s end was a happy one,” 
said Wallace G. Kay, son of the fa- 
mous jeweler. “He lived actively to 
his last day.” 


Patron of Sports 


Besides stamp collecting Mr. Kay 
had another advocation that accounted 
probably for his agility and health 
during his later years. He was a 
charter member of the Detroit Curling 
Club organized in 1882. Last Sunday 
he took his usual morning walk thru 
Belle Isle and stood for more than an 
hour watching a boys’ baseball game. 
It was a regular Sunday pastime with 
him. 

His prominence came, however, 
from his stamps and gems, both pre- 
cious to him and to the world. At one 
time he held the famous Hope diamond 
for sale and in foreign and domestic 
marts he was considered one of the 
best informed authorities of the dia- 
mond market. Making the business 
his hobby as well, Mr. Kay began the 
jeweler’s craft in Maiden Lane when 
13 years old. 

He met King George of England 
in 1890, when Mr. Kay was considered 
one of America’s most successful col- 
lectors of stamps and the present King 





was Heir Presumptive. Thus began 
40 years of correspondence and ex- 
change of rare stamps between the 
ruler and jeweler. 


Honored by Queen 


A similar friendship arose two 
years later when Mr. Kay visited The 
Hague. By royal command he ap- 
peared before Queen Wilhelmina of 
Holland, presenting Her Majesty with 
some of Canada’s most keenly sought 
stamps. In his collections, along with 
diamonds, ceramics and stamps, are 
several letters in the Queen’s hand- 
writing resulting from the friendship 
he found in the royal palace. 

A personal friend of Postmaster 
Harry S. New of the Harding Ad- 
ministration, Mr. Kay received from 
him many rare and valuable additions 
to his albums. So extensive has his 
collection become that he has kept it 
in a steel safe for many years. 


Was Native of Scotland 


Born in Stranaier, Scotland, Feb. 
17, 1850, he came with his parents to 
Paris, Ont., when he was seven years 
old. At Galt, Ont., where his father 
opened a jewelry shop, Mr. Kay be- 
gan his acquaintance with jewels. 
After schooling at Tessie Institute at 
Hamilton, Ont., he began a _ seven 
years’ apprenticeship in the jewelry 
trade. 

He worked in Maiden Lane for Giles 
& Wales from 1870 to 1874, and then 
became general manager for the busi- 
ness conducted by Fred M. Huron at 
Indianapolis. For seven more years 
he specialized on precious stones until 
he was cited a master by the trade. 

Mr. Kay came to Detroit in 1881 as 
manager for Roehm & Wright. Buy- 
ing out the Roehm interests, he organ- 
ized the firm of Wright, Kay & Co. 
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The business asialeial in the years 
from 1881 to 1907, when he withdrew 
from the firm to organize his own, 
John Kay & Co., of which he was 
president. 

It was in this firm that he encoun- 
tered the most exciting experience of 
his life. March 11, 1924, while en- 
grossed in the facets of a diamond, 
four thugs entered his wholesale store, 
bound and beat the aged expert and 
threw him into a corner while they 
rifled the safe of some $7,000 worth 
of jewelry and precious stones. 


Business to Carry On 


His business will be continued by 
his daughter, according to members 
of his family. At his home, 400 Fiske 
Ave., it was also announced Thursday 
night that a private funeral would be 
held Monday morning. 

In 1914 Mr. Kay wrote a book “The 
Diamond,” which achieved such dis-

Charles George Gordon TO CLEAR 


Some of our. stamp-collecting 
friends may at first wonder by what 
peculiar stretch of the imagination 
we are about to connect up a British 
soldier and administrator with our 
pt hobby. If you will follow the 
eventful life of General Gordon as 
briefly outlined below, no doubt your 
question will be answered. 

Charles George Gordon was born 
of a military family, at Woolwich, 
January 28, 1833. Early in life he 
decided to follow in his father’s foot- 
steps, and at the close of his military 
studies he was appointed Lieutenant 
of the Royal Engineers in 1854. 

The Crimean War broke out soon 
afterwards and Lieutenant Gordon 
was ordered to the front, where he 
saw his first active service at the 
siege of Sebastopol. After the war 
was over and peace had been con- 
duded with Russia, young Gordon 
returned to England, but his stay 
there was brief, for war was declared 
against China in 1860, and again he 
was ordered to the front. He was 
present at the British occupation of 
Peking. In 1862 the army was moved 
to Shanghai, in order to protect from 
the Taiping Rebels the foreign in- 
terests centered there. Fighting con- 
tinued in the vicinity of Shanghai 
for about two years, and General 
Ward, an American, who was com- 
manding a contingent of Europeans

Word), all 1930, which 
lends color to the idea that this was 
an experimental perforation.

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In addition to routine matters a 
discussion was held in regard to the 
most suitable size to which to cut 
entire envelopes in making cut square 
copies. It was voted that the Society 
recommend to all persons that in cut- 
ting envelopes from now on, that en- 
tire corners be cut and to a size of 
not less than 1 7/8 inches square. 
But in making this recommendation 
it is to be distinctly understood that 
it is without prejudice to any exist- 
ing cut squares of a smaller size. 
While many albums unfortunately 
will not accommodate cut squares of 
this size (undoubtedly the basic rea- 
son for the unduly small cutting now 
and heretofore in vogue), only a brief 
acquaintance with envelopes is neces- 
sary to convince collectors of the su- 
periority of the large margins and 
entire corners. 


Envelope collectors who are inter- 
ested in collecting freaks are warned 
against copies of the 5c Air Mail En- 
velope from which the border of col- 
ored diamonds has been removed by 
means of ink eradicator. While a few 
envelopes are known which escaped 
having the border printed these lat- 
est discoveries have been fraudulently 
produced as proved by chemical tests. 
Those noted to date have come from 
Akron, Ohio. 


We again urge all collectors con- 
fronted with problems in regard to 
envelopes to communicate with us.
